Both descriptions are correct; choose w hichever definition 
suits your viewpoint. Ours at present is the latter. 
Present-day conditions compel us to admit this. Why? 
Here’s the answer! For a lifetime people will live honor* 
ably, they will toil and raise families, and finally pass away 
td the realms which faith in the hereafter makes us antici¬ 
pate as a blessed haven of rest. Their earthly rewards may 
have been nil measured in the terms of worldly wealth, and 
the disappointments of life, in which there may have been 
the occasional bright spot, are relieved by the thought of 
the life hereafter being one of eternal freedom from thest 
every-day cares. It may be that an all-wise Divine in¬ 
fluence has implanted this thought in man’s mind to en¬ 
able him to continue the earthly battle. Otherwise the 
majority would express the thought--*“What’s the use of 
anything?’’ and the answer would be, “Nothing!’’ 

World conditions cause people to think very deeply for 
the causes of the economic ills we are experiencing.

Reason Australia Can Compete With 
Canadian Product Says Caulder 
The reason Australian butter can 
compete on the Canadian market is 
because there is a bounty of about 
nine cents on every pound exported, 
ithus giving the Australian exporter 
leeway in price-cutting, according to 
J. A. Caulder, former president of the 
National Dairy Council of Canada. 

Mr. Caulder pointed out that for 
every four pounds of butter produced 
in Australia, one pound was for ex-

Was Very Prominent 
in British Columbia 

Late A. C. Flumerfelt Took Active 
Part in Industrial Affairs 
in West 

Alfred C. Flumerfelt, pioneer 
capitalist of the province, who died 
at his home in Victoria, had been 
for many yeurs prominently iden 
tified with the business and publie 
life of British Columbia He came 
to the province first in 1 
branch manager of Ames, Holden 
& Co., to which concern he had 
sold a boot and shoe business which 
he established in Cobourg, Ont , in 
1875, and which he had moved to 
Winnipeg !n 1879. 

Soon after his arrival'in Victoria 
in 1886. the late Mr. Flumerfelt 
became interested in mining devel 
opments and, up to his death, al¬ 
though his other interests became 
legion, he was still active in the 
mining world. As well as being a 
director of the Consolidated Mining! 
& Smelting Co , when he died, he 
was once the president of the Gran 
by Consolidated Mining, Smelting] 
& Power Co. In addition to min¬ 
ing he became a power in many 
other lines of industry and busi¬ 
ness. He was either president or 
director of many of the most suc¬ 
cessful business and financial en 
terprises in Western Canada. 

The late Mr. Flumerfelt, despite 
his diverse business interests, found 
time to take a hand in public af¬ 
fairs and for 10 years from 1893 to 
1903 was a member of the city 
council of Victoria. During the 
same decade, he was president of] 
the Victoria Board of Trade. He
